“Here was an experiment, under 
the most favorable conditions, of the 
powers of intellect without —con- 
science. Never was stch a leader sw 
endowed, and so weaponed; never 
leader found such aids and follow- 
ers. And what was the result of 
this vast talent and power, of these 
immense armics, burned cities, 
squandered treasures, immolated 
millions of men, of this demoralized 
Europe? It came to no resiit. All 
passed away, like the smoke of the 
He left 
France smaller, poorer, feebler, than 
he found it; and the whole contest 
for freedom was to be begun ayain. 
The attempt was, in principle, « 1icid- 
al, France served him with life and 
limb, and estate, as long as it could 
identify its interest with him; but 


another war; after the destruction of 
armies, new conscriptions; and they 
who had toiled so desperately were 
never. nearer to the reward—they 
could not spend what they had earn- 
ed, nor repose on their down-beds, 
nor strut in their chateaux—they de- 
serted him. Men found that his ab- 
sorbifig egotism was deadly to all 
other men. It resembled the electri- 
cal-.eel, which inflicts a succession of 
shocks on any one who takes hold 
of it, producing spasms which con- 
tract the muscles of the hand, so 
that the man cannot open his fin- 
gers; and the animal inflicts 1.ew and 


more violent shocks, until he paral-. 


yzes and kills his victim. So ~this 
exorbitant egotist narrowed, impov- 
erished, and absorbed the power and 
existence of those who served him; 
and ‘the universal cry of France and 
of Europe in 1914 was ‘enough of 
Napoleon.’ : 

“Tt was not Napoleon's fault, He 
did all that in him lay to live and 
thrive without. moral principle, It 
was the nature. of things, the cternal 
law of man and of the world, which 
balked and ruined him; and the re- 
sult, in.a million experiments, will 
be the same. Every experiment, by 
multitudes or by individuals, that has 
a sensual and selfish aim will fail, 
The pacific Fournier will be as inef- 
ficient as the pernicious Napoleon, 
As long as our civilization is essen- 
tially one of property, of fences, of 
exclusiveness, it will be mocked by 
delusions. Our riches will leave us 
sick: there will be bitterness in our 
laughter; and our wine will burn {no 
our. mouth; Only that good profits 
which we can taste with all doors 
open, and which serves all men.”

Seed sown in an ordinary bed of 
soil will not grow as rapid, and dur- 
ing summer the radishes will soon 
become very hot and unfit for table 
use, while the manure bed will pro- 
duce most excellent radishes which 
ate much slower to become useless.

Crop Grown in Prairie 


Provinces 
In 1915 Saskatchewan produced 
233,000,000 bushels of wheat as 


against 426,000,000 for the whole of 
Canada, while in 1916 the wheat out- 
put exceeded that of the rest of Can- 
ada by over 70,000,000 bushels, In 
1917 also over ninety per cent. of the 
total wheat crop of the Dominion 
was produced in the three prairie 
provinces. The census of 1916 show- 
ed an increase in the population of 
the province of 155,403, of whom 
over 120,000 scttled in rural com- 
tunities. In 1911 the farm acreage 
was approximately 29,000,000 acres, 
while in 1916 the acreage had in- 
creased to almost 39,000,000. The in- 
crease in the number of farms was 
7.8 per cent., while in the acreage oc- 
cupied as farms the increase was 
over 28 per cent,

The U-Boat Losses 


Lowest Since the Beginning of Un- 
restricted Submarine’ Warfare 


We are prepared, after a. week’s or 
fortnight’s unusually low. submarine 
record, fora sudden rise.‘This week's 
tale of 11 big British ships sunk is 
not so large‘as.might have - been 


anticipated after°two weeks with six 


and four big. ships. Taking the last 
three wecks,- with a total of 21 big 
British ships, we find-the figures to 
be the lowest since ‘the: beginning o 
unrestricted submarine warfare, with 
the exception of two similar periods 


—three wecks last November with a 


total of 19 ships and three weeks 
last January with a total of 18 ships. 

We are now rounding out tlie first 
quarter of the second year of “the 
ruthless U-boat war. If we go back 
for 13 weeks*from today to the mid- 
dle of January we get a total loss o 
138 big Britisli. ships‘ and 66 — ships 
under 1,600 tons. Applying the for- 
mula of 4,500 tons to the big. ships 
and 1,000 tons to. the small ship—an 
average justified by the detailed ton- 
nage statement from Sir Eric Geddes 
last month—we find that the tonnage 
loss for Great Britain, excluding ma- 
rine accident, has been about 690,000 
tons for the last three months, For 
marine accident we may add another 
60,000°tons, as indicated in the Ged- 
des report,-which would give us a to- 
tal. of 750,000 tons for the ‘quarter. 


‘The British losses last year by the 


quarter-year were 911,840, 1,361,870, 
952,938, 782,889. The quarter just 
elapsed scores, therefore, a more fav- 
orable showing than the best three 
months of last year—From the New 
York Evening Post.

Herr Haase declared that the Ger- 
man government has not abandonc 
the idea of annexing Longwy and 
Briey.
